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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 13, 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matsubara (USPN 6,065,708). 

3. Matsubara discloses a apparatus for adjustment of the length of tubing which has 
a wheel (9), on a turnable partition plate (7) with a recess (14a,b) located at a periphery 
location. Matsubara also discloses a housing with an axle cylinder part (24+25+26) with 
a centre axis and an axle part. Matsubara fails to disclose the wheel being 
independently turnable against the partition plate. 

4. At the time of the invention it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in 
the art to modify the reference of Matsubara with routine skill and experimentation to 
make the wheel part of Matsubara into a turnable and independent element. The wheel 
part of Matsubara also performs one similar function as in the instant invention since the 
wheel of Matsubara can have the tubing be wrapped around it. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 -1 0, 1 5 are in condition for allowance. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments, filed 9/1 5/08, with respect to the claims have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The previous rejections have been withdrawn.
